I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1939. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  requested  annual  reports  to  be 
curtailed. 

The  delay  in  presentation  has  been  occasioned  by  the  many 
new  departures  thrust  upon  the  department  in  connection  with  Civil 
Defence,  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  Emergency  Hospital  Services  and 
Evacuation,  and  these  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  war  have 
added  considerably  to  the  duties  already  carried  out  by  the  staff,  but 
the  difficulties  were  accentuated  owing  to  the  departure  at  the  outbreak 
of  war  and  soon  after  of  many  members  of  the  permanent  staff. 

Although  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year  the  population 
fluctuated  considerably,  the  year  1939  from  a health  point  of  view  was 
satisfactorv. 


The  main  points  requiring  special  mention  were: — 

Population. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
shows  a further  increase  of  over  1,000  for  the  year. 


Births. 

The  Birth-rate  of  14.6  is  about  the  average  for  the  past  few  years. 


Deaths. 

The  death-rate  of  11.54  shows  slight  increase  but  remains  about 
the  average  for  the  past  few  years. 

There  is  still  unfortunately  an  increase  in  the  deaths  from  Cancer, 
and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  during  1939  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Cancer  was  greater  in  the  males  than  amongst  females. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  slight  increase  from  44  in 
1938  to  49  in  1939. 

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  still-births. 

There  were  during  the  year  4 maternal  deaths  as  compared  with 
.2  in  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being  due  to  causes  other  than 
Puerperal  Sepsis. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  case  rates  for  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  remained  prac- 
tically the  same  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  during  the  latter  months  of  the 
(year  the  Borough  was  scheduled  as  a reception  area. 
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There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia 
notified  during  the  year. 

There  will  be  noted  an  increase  in  incidence  of  cases  of  Dysentery, 
but  this  is  accounted  for  by  an  outbreak  in  a Children’s  Institution. 

Tuberculosis. 

Notification  rate  for  Tuberculosis  still  shows  a continued  steady 
decrease. 

In  spite  of  the  unsettled  conditions  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year,  the  essential  services  were  maintained. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  various  Com- 
mittees of  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  shown  great  understanding 
in  helping  me  and  my  department  to  cope  with  the  increased  work. 

I also  desire  to  thank  my  staff  who  have,  under  difficult  conditions, 
given  of  their  services  to  maintain  the  previous  standards  and  cope,  in 
addition,  with  the  many  and  varied  sections  of  Civil  Defence.

A Motor  Ambulance  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  and 
Motor  Vans  for  the  removal  of  infected  bedding. 

II.  — Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

The  Council  have  no  Ambulances  tor  use  in  these  connections, 
but  assists  the  local  Branch  of  St.  John  Ambulance  by  an  annual  grant. 

The  East  Suffolk  and  Ipswich  Hospital  further  provide  their 
own  ambulances  for  accident  cases. 

4. — NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Ipswich  Nurses’  Home,  which  brings 
the  benefits  of  skilled  nursing  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  in  Ips\yich 
and  the  neighbourhood  and  is  maintained  partly  by  subscriptions 
and  donations,  partly  by  profits  from  private  nursing. 
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The  General  District  Staff  of  the  Home  consists  of  three  fnlly- 
itrained  Sisters,  assisted  by  an  average  of  4 pupils.

8.  — HEALTH  EDUCATION.

9.  — POOR  LAW  MEDICAL  OUT-RELIEF. 

The  Public  Assistance  Domiciliary  Medical  Service  giving  an 
“open  choice”  of  Doctors  and  Chemists  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  April,  1938,  and  displaced  the  former  system  of  a part-time  District 
Medical  Officer  and  Central  Dispensary.  This  system  has  proved 
a success,  and  various  features  ot  the  scheme  together  with  a summary 
of  the  special  report  on  the  Domiciliary  Medical  Services  are  appended 
at  the  end  of  this  report.

12. — NURSING  HOMES. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  four  registered  private  nursing  homes  in  the  borough, 
and  in  addition  the  Ipswich  Maternity  Home,  which  is  owned  by  the 
Corporation.  Each  Home  has  been  inspected  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Officer,  and  all  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

Unregistered  Homes  are  chiefly  discovered  by  noting  advertise- 
ments in  the  press  and  by  the  statements  of  informants  registering 
deaths. 

During  1939  five  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  the 
registration  of  proposed  Nursing  Homes.  The  premises  were  in- 
spected by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  each  case  and  a 
report  furnished  as  to  their  suitability  for  the  type  of  case  it  was  desired 
to  admit. 

Only  one  applicant  desired  to  conduct  a Nursing  Home  for  acute 
cases  and  this  application  was  subsequently  withdrawn  owing  to  the 
death  of  the  Matron. 

In  the  other  four  cases  it  was  desired  to  admit  chronic  senile 
cases  only.  One  applicant,  however,  withdrew  on  the  outbreak  ol 
war  and  another  in  order  to  seek  a more  suitable  house  in  a different 
part  of  the  town.  The  staffing,  equipment  and  general  arrangements 
of  the  remaining  two  homes  did  not  reach  the  standard  required 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  for  registered  Nursing  Homes  under- 
taking acute  work.  The  applicants  were  therefore  informed  that  as 
they  were  not  registrable,  their  admissions  must  be  confined  to  the 
chronic  senile  type  of  case  only  and  they  would  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1. — WATER  SUPPLY. 

Floods,  due  to  heavy  rainfall,  caused  contamination  of  the  town’s 
water  supplies  in  January,  1939.  Immediate  action  was  taken  to 
safeguard  the  water  supply  and  no  case  of  illness  was  reported  which 
might  have  been  attributed  to  water  supply. 

During  subsequent  months  extensive  works  of  protection  against 
the  effects  of  flooding  were  carried  out  at  the  pumping  station  and  in 
this  respect  the  town’s  water  supplies  are  now  well  safeguarded. 

During  the  year,  495  samples  of  wrater  were  examined  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  485  being  from  the  town’s  supplies,  7 from  private 
wells  and  3 from  springs  and  streams. 

2. — RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  are  two  Rivers,  viz.: — River  Gipping  and  River  Orwell, 
within  the  area  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  Gipping  is  a fresh  water 
stream  discharging  into  the  Orwell,  which  is  a tidal  river. 

Inspections  during  the  year  have  not  revealed  any  necessity  to 
take  action  to  check  pollution. 

3. — CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

All  premises  are  served  by  water  closets  except  those  on  the 
outskirts  and  unsewered  parts  of  the  Borough.

1.— IPSWICH  SANATORIUM. 

Report  on  Cases  Treated  to  a Conclusion  During  1939. 

172  patients  were  discharged,  died  or  left  the  Sanatorium  during 
1939.  Of  these,  157  are  classified  in  Table  “A,”  which  shews  all  the 
patients,  including  Ipswich  patients,  5 patients  remained  less  than 
28  days  and  are  not  classified.  There  were  4 cases  of  children  with 
Abdominal  Tuberculosis  and  1 with  Glands  of  Neck,  all  being 
quiescent  on  discharge.  Three  observation  cases  were  found  to  be 
non-tuberculosis  and  2 were  doubtful.  The  observation  cases  which 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  classified 
in  the  Tables. 

Ipswich  patients  are  also  classified  separately  in  Table  “B.” 
Forty-eight  Ipswich  patients  were  discharged,  died  or  left  the 
Sanatorium  during  the  year.  Of  these,  41  are  classified  in  the  Table, 
1 remained  less  than  28  days  and  is  not  classified,  3 children  had 
Abdominal  Tuberculosis  and  were  quiescent  on  discharge  and  3 
children  admitted  for  observation  were  found  to  be  non-tuberculous. 

The  treatment  of  many  patients  was  curtailed  by  the  evacuation 
in  August,  just  before  the  commencement  of  the  war.

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Municipal  Midwifery  Service  in 
1937,  there  has  been  a noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  medical 
aid  requests  on  behalf  of  the  mothers.  This  applies  particularly 
to  cases  of  injury  to  the  maternal  soft  tissues  which  is  not  an  infrequent 
occurrence,  especially  with  a first  child.  Modern  midwifery  training 
requires  that  all  maternal  injuries,  however  slight,  should  be  repaired 
at  once  in  the  interest  ot  the  immediate  safety  and  subsequent  well- 
being  of  the  mother.  In  the  past,  it  is  obvious  from  examination  of 
some  of  the  older  mothers,  that  they  did  not  always  receive  adequate 
care  and  attention  in  this  matter,  therefore  the  increase  in  requests  for 
medical  aid  shown  in  the  above  Table,  may  be  interpreted  as  indicating 
a higher  standard  of  midwifery  service  in  operation  rather  than  the 
reverse. 
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ASSISTED  SCHEMES  IX  CONNECTION  WITH 
MATERNITY  WELFARE. 

The  main  sections  in  the  scheme  are:  (a)  Milk  and  Milk  Foods  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers;  (b)  Provision  of  Maternity  Home 
accommodation  at  reduced  fees;  (c)  Provision  of  Midwives  or  Maternity 
Nurses  at  reduced  fees;  (d)  Help  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of 
Medical  Practitioners  called  in  by  Midwives  under  the  Midwives  Act; 
(e)  Provision  of  Dental  Treatment  and  Dentures.

(b)  Maternity  Home  Fees. 

265  women  out  of  a total  of  333  were  admitted  to  the  Ipswich 
Maternity  Home  at  reduced  fees.  This  represents  79%  of  assisted 
cases  in  1939  as  compared  with  82%  in  1938  and  79%  in  1937. 

The  same  procedure  was  followed  as  in  previous  years,  and  the 
charges  fixed  in  accordance  with  an  income  scale. 


(c)  Provision  oe  Midwives  or  Maternity  Nurses  at  Reduced 
Fees. 

The  Committee  has  approved  a scale  which  provides  a reduction 
in  the  case  of  the  services  of  a midwife  or  maternity  nurse  if  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  family  tall  below  a given  figure.  545  women 
availed  themselves  of  this  concession  and  this  represents  65%  of  assisted 
cases. 
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The  full  fee  for  a midwife  is  2/6  per  day  and  for  a maternity  nurse 
2/-  per  day. 


(d)  Doctor’s  Fees. 

The  midwives  found  it  necessary  to  call  in  medical  assistance  at 
186  confinements.  Accounts  were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners 
in  169  of  these  cases. 

The  amount  paid  by  the  Local  Authority  was  £189  9s.  6d.  as 
compared  with  £197  2s.  6d.  in  1938.  In  86,  or  50%  of  these  cases  the 
fee  has  been  settled  in  full,  the  amount  recovered  being  £93  9s.  Od. 

Sixty-two,  or  37%,  desired  to  pay  by  instalments  and  the  sum 
received  to  date  totals  £19  16s.  Od. 

In  17  cases  the  fee  has  been  written  off  on  account  of  poverty. 

To  date,  therefore,  £113  5s.  Od.,  or  59%,  of  the  cost  under  this 

heading  has  been  recovered.  The  amount  recovered  in  1938  was 
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DENTAL  WORK  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  MATERNITY 
AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

During  the  year,  210  sessions  were  devoted  to  the  inspection  and 
treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  mothers  and  children  of  pre- 
school age. 

1,078  patients  were  examined  and  of  them  912  or  84.69%  were 
found  to  require  treatment.

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APPENDIX  III. 

MEDICAL  REPORT  ON  THE  DOMICILIARY  MEDICAL 

SERVICE. 

The  Domiciliary  Medical  Service  came  into  operation  in  April, 
193S,  to  provide  medical  rcliel  tor  those  indigent  members  of  the 
community  who  were  not  eligible  for  the  benefits  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Scheme. 

The  character  and  scope  of  this  new  service  arc  reflected  in  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  patients,  and  in  the  diseases  from  which 
they  suffer. 

During  the  year  1940  a number  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in 
Ipswich  were  called  up  for  Military  Service  and  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  obtain  complete  statistics.  Records  have  been  compiled 
in  respect  of  1,014  of  the  persons  who  received  domiciliary  medical 
attention  from  the  doctor  of  their  choice,  compared  with  990  in  the 
previous  year.  379,  or  37%  were  children  under  16  years,  and  249 
or  about  25%  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

In  the  age  groups  of  the  first  15  years  of  life  the  distribution  of  the 
sexes  was  almost  equal,  but  the  preponderance  of  females  over  males 
in  the  adult  groups  rose  as  high  as  4 to  1. 

Owing  to  the  limited  field  in  which  the  Service  operates,  the 
returns  of  individual  diseases,  shown  in  Table,  may  not  be  accepted 
as  an  index  of  the  invalidity  and  sickness  rates  of  the  poorer  classes 
as  a whole,  but  if  examined  in  conjunction  with  the  findings  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Scheme  a fairly  accurate  estimate  of  the 
incidence  of  the  various  complaints  may  be  obtained. 

In  order  that  such  a compilation  may  be  more  easily  envisaged, 
the  classification  of  diseases  has  been  altered  to  a form  which  make 
computation  possible  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  advantage  will  outweigh 
the  difficulty  which  presents  itself  when  an  attempt  is  made  to  compare 
the  statistics  for  the  two  years  under  review. 

Actually,  however,  when  the  figures  for  this  year  were  assembled 
under  the  previous  year’s  headings  it  was  found  that  the  conclusions 
drawn  in  last  year’s  report  were  fully  supported  by  this  year’s  findings.

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MODIFICATION  IN  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES 
SCHEME  DUE  TO  THE  NATIONAL  EMERGENCY. 

(a)  Changes  in  the  Staff. 

Dr.  R.  Philpott,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  gave 
50%  of  his  time  to  the  School  Medical  Services,  left  the  Department 
on  the  27th  September,  on  joining  the  Army. 

Dr.  M.  Markowe,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  gave 
25%  of  his  time  to  the  School  Medical  Services,  was  with  the  Depart 
ment  until  the  end  of  the  year  but  has  since  left  on  joining  the  Army 
on  the  31st  March,  1940. 

Mr.  T.  A.  Edmondson,  Senior  School  Dental  Surgeon,  retired 
on  reaching  the  age  limit  on  the  12th  July,  but  as  the  School  Dental 
Surgeon  who  had  been  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created,  did  not 
report  for  duty,  another  advertisement  had  to  be  issued,  which  meant 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  appointment  had  not  been  filled.  In 
the  circumstances  it  was  necessary  to  bring  in  Mr.  Edmondson  as 
locum  for  four  sessions  per  week  and  he  carried  out  these  duties  from 
2nd  October,  1939,  to  the  25th  May,  1940. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  Medical,  Dental  and  Cleanliness 
Inspections. 

These  inspections  were  considerably  curtailed  at  the  outbreak 
of  war  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  public  elementary  schools  were 
closed  in  Ipswich  for  a considerable  period  and  re-opened  as  and  when 
the  requisite  shelters  were  available.  The  first  school  re-opened  on 
the  2nd  October,  1939  and  others  followed  on  subsequent  dates. 

(c)  Arrangements  for  the  Various  Forms  of  Treatment  were 
available  at  the  usual  treatment  centres.  The  provision  of  milk  and 
meals  in  schools  was  interrupted  on  account  of  the  closure  of  schools. 
Arrangements  were  resumed  immediately  the  schools  re-opened. 


EVACUATION. 

About  4,500  children  from  the  Ilford  area  were  evacuated  to  the 
County  Borough  of  Ipswich.  On  reception,  arrangements  were  made 
so  that  nurses  (St.  John  Ambulance)  were  posted  at  the  Station  and  a 
doctor  from  the  Public  Health  Department.  Public  Health  nurses 
were  in  attendance  at  the  various  distribution  centres  and  so  far  as 
possible  every  child  was  examined  for  cleanliness,  etc. 

The  doctor  supervised  at  the  Station  and  centres  and  worked  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  Reception  Officer  for  the  area,  in  con- 
nection with  the  billeting  in  special  medical  cases. 
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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

During  1939,  3,212  (and  12  Ilford)  children  were  examined  at 
the  routine  medical  inspections.  This  figure  represents  28.34%  of 
the  average  number  of  Ipswich  children  on  the  registers. 

This  compares  with  5,202  in  1938  and  3,539  in  1937.

The  Authority  has  an  arrangement  with  the  local  General  Hospital 
for  the  X-Ray  Treatment  of  Ringworm  at  a cost  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per  case,

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
DEPARTMENT  FOR  1939. 

It  is  fitting  that  this  report  should  commence  with  mention  of  the 
ietirement  in  July  of  Air.  T.  A.  Edmondson,  the  Senior  Dental  Surgeon, 
after  20  years  service  in  the  dental  department. 

Air.  Edmondson  was  the  first  whole-time  dental  officer  appointed 
by  the  Education  Committee. 

His  was  the  responsibility  for  building  up  the  dental  scheme 
from  the  inspection  of  the  two  age  groups  per  annum  to  its  all  em- 
bracing activities  of  the  present  day. 

It  has  now  become  my  privilege  to  succeed  him,  and  as  I continue 
with  the  supervision  of  the  department  I truly  hope  that  when  the 
time  and  circumstances  suggest  improvements  I shall  be  able  to  carry 
them  out  with  the  same  ability  as  Air.  Edmondson. 

During  the  year,  28  Elementary  and  the  Northgate  Schools  were 
visited,  the  number  of  departments  being  32.

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Of  the  total  inspected  in  1939,  65.56%  were  found  to  require 
treatment,  i.e.,  compared  with  67.62%  of  the  total  number  inspected 
in  1938. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  61.72%,  requiring  treatment  really  consented 
and  that  there  are  still  nearly  40%  refusing  treatment  recommended. 

During  the  year,  dental  inspection  of  the  pupils  in  the  boys’  and 
girls’  departments  of  the  Northgate  School  was  carried  out. 

The  total  number  inspected  was  834.  Of  this  number,  352  or 
42.20%  were  found  to  require  dental  treatment.  17  had  treatment 
carried  out  by  their  own  private  practitioners,  leaving  335  who  in  due 
course,  attended  the  Dental  Clinic.

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  amount  of  work  done  lor  the  correction 
of  irregularities  of  the  teeth,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  observe  that  parents 
of  children  whose  teeth  are  irregular  are  becoming  more  interested 
and  keen  to  have  their  children’s  teeth  corrected  where  necessary. 

During  the  year,  112  children  had  teeth  extracted  to  relieve 
conditions  of  overcrowding,  in  fact,  161  teeth  were  extracted  for  this 
reason  alone. 
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Some  of  the  abnormal  dental  conditions  necessitated  mechanical 
appliances  being  made,  fitted  and  periodically  adjusted.  27  such 
appliances  were  actually  supplied.  Altogether  some  680  visits  were 
made  by  children  during  the  year  for  treatment  under  this  very  im- 
portant section  of  our  dental  activities. 

Some  of  the  children  from  the  evacuated  areas  have  regulation 
appliances  and  these  have  been  adjusted  and  corrected  as  and  when 
necessary,  also  one  new  appliance  was  fitted  for  an  evacuee  child. 

Up  to  the  year  end,  57  attendances  were  made  by  evacuated 
children  for  regulation  reasons. 

Facilities  are  available  in  the  dental  department  for  parents  to 
contribute,  and  £130  7s.  2d.  was  collected  in  the  department  last  year.

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COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  IPSWICH  EDUCATION 
COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL 
TRAINING,  1939. 

An  additional  part-time  Assistant  Organiser  was  appointed  on 
the  1st  September,  1939,  who  will  concentrate  on  senior  boys’  schools 
with  gymnasia.  During  the  year,  three  fully  equipped  gymnasia 
were  opened.  All  the  children  using  them  are  suitably  clothed  and 
thus  obtain  the  fullest  possible  benefit.  The  annual  tournaments 
included  football  and  netball  as  well  as  hockey  and  tennis.  Each 
team  played  short  games  against  all  other  teams  in  its  own  section, 
followed  by  the  section  winners  competing  in  the  finals.  Their 
popularity  was  shewn  by  the  large  number  of  schools  taking  part. 

A games  course,  attended  by  a large  number  of  women  teachers, 
took  place  during  the  summer  and  autumn  terms,  to  encourage  fuller 
use  of  the  playfields.  The  attendance  was  good. 

The  Sports  Association,  in  addition  to  their  usual  activities  in 
games  and  swimming,  held  their  twenty-first  annual  sports  and  physical 
training  display,  when  a large  number  of  spectators  watched  an 
excellently  organised  meeting  in  which  500  children  coached  by  the 
teachers,  took  part.  This  was  the  first  occasion  the  physical  training 
display  had  been  undertaken  by  the  teachers  and  they  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  their  achievement. 

The  playfields  are  excellent  and  were  in  constant  use  during  both 
mornings  and  afternoons  by  both  Ipswich  and  the  evacuated  children. 

A swimming  course  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Amateur 
Swimming  Association  was  attended  by  thirty-three  teachers,  twelve 
of  whom  obtained  certificates  on  the  completion  of  the  course.  It  is 
hoped  that  another  may  be  organised  in  the  near  future.  The 
swimming  classes  for  learners  were  attended  by  2,765  scholars. 
Children  who  could  swim  45  yards — 341  took  advantage  of  the 
privilege  to  attend  the  baths  during  the  games  period.

The  following  report  is  supplied  by  Dr.  I.  M.  Cullum.  In 
order  that  no  case  of  malnutrition  should  he  overlooked,  an  intensive 
campaign  was  begun  towards  the  end  of  1 938.  All  possible  means 
were  used  to  ensure  that  every  child  requiring  extra  nourishment 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Medical  Department,  and  in 
this  connection  invaluable  help  was  given  by  the  teachers. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  results  found  at  Routine  Medical 
Inspection  at  the  schools  throughout  the  year,  classified  under  the 
four  categories  required  by  the  Board  ot  Education,  and  compared 
with  the  figures  for  1938  : —

In  order  to  combat  nutritional  defects  an  entirely  new  experiment 
was  embarked  on  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  with  the  consent  of  the 
Education  Committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Under  the 
terms  of  the  experiment,  the  number  of  places  available  at  the  open  air 
school,  where  mid-day  meals  are  available,  was  increased  and  those 
children  who  were  considered  to  be  in  need  of  a meal  during  the  day, 
were  admitted  to  the  Whitton  open  air  school.  Further,  milk  was 
made  available  twice  daily  throughout  the  schools  in  the  area,  l/3rd 
of  a pint  in  the  morning  and  1 /3rd  of  a pint  in  the  afternoon.  In 
addition  to  the  supply  of  milk,  certain  cases  are  recommended 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  a supply  of  cod  liver  oil  and 
malt,  or  special  sandwiches.  The  composition  of  the  sandwiches 
has  been  carefully  thought  out  in  order  to  provide  the  maximum  amount 
of  vitamins  and  first-class  protein,  and  varies  daily,  a selection  being 
made  from  the  following  : —

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Both  brown  and  white  bread  are  used,  spread  with  butter. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  sandwiches  are  an  adjunct  to 
the  home  diet  and  not  a substitution  for  any  meal  taken  at  home. 
Consideration  of  this  factor  has  guided  us  in  the  choice  of  fillings, 
and  has  led  us  to  concentrate  on  foods  rich  in  vitamins  and  first-class 
protein  as  it  is  well  known  that  these  are  the  most  expensive  classes 
of  food  to  buy,  and  therefore  usually  lacking  in  the  dietary. 

The  sandwiches  are  given  to  the  children  at  the  mid-morning  and 
mid-afternoon  breaks  and  are  taken  at  the  same  time  as  the  milk. 
They  are  supplied  on  each  school  day  and  are  available  during  the 
holidays.

During  the  year,  14  children  were  discharged,  12  boys  and  2 girls, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  49  remained  on  the  register,  33  boys  and  16 
girls.

This  school  was  closed  from  3rd  August  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Benton  open  air  school,  Ilford,  wras  stationed  at  this  school 
during  the  Autumn. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  that  better  use  could  be  made  of 
the  accommodation  by  increasing  the  nominal  roll  of  scholars  attending 
to  120  places,  as  the  proportion  of  absentees  is  always  larger  in  a special 
school. 

The  school  routine  has  proceeded  as  usual,  the  only  difference 
being  that,  in  common  with  the  ordinary  elementary  schools  in  the 
Borough,  milk  is  now  provided  in  the  afternoon  as  wrell  as  in  the 
morning. 

Some  very  useful  building  extensions  have  been  provided,  and 
there  is  now'  a medical  examination  room,  a staff  room  and  shower 
baths  for  the  children. 

The  outbreak  of  war  caused  the  closure  ol  the  school  for  the 
Christmas  term,  and  the  children  were  distributed  among  the  ordinary 
elementary  schools  of  the  districts  in  which  they  reside.
